I  am  pleased  to  present  this  publication  "Historical  Poultry  Estimates".  This  highlights 
the  North  Carolina  Poultry  industry,  showing  its  phenomenal  growth  from  1960  to  date. 

Farming  and  agribusiness  combine  to  be  North  Carolina's  largest  industry.  Poultry  pro- 
ducts are  an  important  part  of  this  vast  industry,  accounting  for  $755  million  or  22%  of  Cash 
Receipts  to  farmers  in  1979.  Poultry  products  are  a  major  source  of  high  quality,  high  protein 
food  for  domestic  consumption;  these  products  also  assist  in  maintaining  a  favorable  balance 
of  trade  in  international  marketing.  For  example,  North  Carolina  exported  $32  million  worth 
of  poultry  products  in  1979. 

The  growth  of  the  poultry  industry  in  North  Carolina  is  an  outstanding  achievement  of 
which  our  farmers  can  truly  be  proud.  This  growth  has  been  carefully  measured  and  recorded 
by  the  North  Carolina  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  This  bulletin,  "Historical 
Poultry  Estimates"  is  dedicated  to  our  farmers  and  the  poultry  industry  for  their  past  per- 
formance and  with  the  hope  that  this  information  will  assist  them  in  their  future  growth  and 
progress.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  POULTRY  REVIEW 


Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketing  of  all  poultry 
and  poultry  products  in  North  Carolina  continue  to  be 
the  second  largest  share  of  the  state's  income.  This  has 
held  true  for  the  past  20  years  with  poultry  being  second 
only  to  tobacco.  In  1979,  cash  receipts  for  broilers,  eggs, 
farm  chickens,  and  turkeys  equaled  $742.9  million,  an  8 
percent  increase  from  1978.  This  is  a  468  percent  jump  in 
the  past  20  years  with  1960  cash  receipts  equaling  $158.6 
million. 

Broilers  in  North  Carolina  have  consistantly  been 
ranked  4th  in  cash  receipts  for  the  past  20  years.  Cash 
receipts  for  broilers  in  1979  equaled  $386.0  million,  a  5 
percent  increase  from  1978.  Since  1960,  cash  receipts 
have  increased  367  percent.  Production  has  increased 
steadily  in  20  years  except  during  the  early  to  mid  70's 
when  production  decreased  slightly.  The  pounds  pro- 
duced in  1979  equaled  1,544.0  million  which  was  a  9 
percent  increase  from  1978,  and  a  199  percent  increase 
from  1960.  Prices  have  ranged  from  14.6  cents  per  pound 
in  1960  to  25.0  cents  per  pound  in  1979  with  the  lowest 
being  10.8  cents  in  1967  and  the  highest  at  25.9  cents  in 
1978. 

Eggs  in  North  Carolina  are  7th  nationally  ranked 
and  have  varied  in  rank  over  the  past  20  years.  Cash 
receipts  for  eggs  in  1979  equaled  $172.7  million,  a  10 
percent  increase  from  a  year  earlier.  In  20  years,  cash 
receipts  have  jumped  169  percent.  Production  in  1979 


was  3.2  billion  eggs,  a  2  percent  increase  from  1978. 
Production  has  increased  52  percent  since  1960;  however, 
it  has  decreased  9  percent  since  the  early  70's.  Prices 
have  ranged  from  42.0  cents  per  dozen  in  1960  to  66.1 
cents  per  dozen  in  1979.  Prices  were  steady  until  a  slight 
decline  in  the  early  70's  to  34.4  cents  per  pound.  Prices 
then  began  to  increase  reaching  66.3  cents  in  1977. 

Farm  chickens  are  4th  nationally  ranked  and  brought 
$19.8  million  to  North  Carolina  in  cash  receipts  in  1979. 
This  was  a  46  percent  increase  from  1978  and  a  357 
percent  increase  since  1960.  Production  decreased  slight- 
ly in  1979  by  1  percent  to  13.4  million  chickens  raised 
from  one  year  earlier.  Since  1960,  production  has  de- 
creased slightly  by  4  percent;  however,  it  has  decreased 
37  percent  since  the  early  70's.  Prices  were  steady  at  13.0 
to  16.0  cents  per  pound  during  the  60's  and  began  an 
upward  trend  in  the  mid  to  upper  70's  reaching  27.5 
cents  per  pound  in  1979. 

Turkeys  in  North  Carolina  have  steadily  increased  in 
national  rank  in  20  years  ranging  from  13th  in  1960  to 
3rd  in  1979.  Cash  receipts  increased  by  17  percent  in 
1979  to  $162.9  million  in  one  year.  Production  has  also 
increased  drastically  in  20  years,  1,183  percent.  It  in- 
creased 23  percent  in  1979  to  23.1  million  from  1978. 
Prices  in  1960  were  26.0  cents  per  pound  and  remained 
stable  until  the  early  70's  when  prices  began  to  increase 
reaching  43.0  cents  per  pound  in  1978.

TICS brings  together  the  current  and  historic  statistics 
concerning  agriculture  in  the  State.  Where  possible,  types 
of  information  most  often  requested  by  farmers,  the  gen- 
eral public,  and  workers  in  government  agencies  are 
included. 

Reporting  of  crop  and  livestock  statistics  is  a  service 
rendered  to  farmers  and  others  in  the  State  by  the 
Statistical  Reporting  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  cooperation  with  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  collection  and  dissemination  of  agricultural 
statistics  had  its  start  in  1863.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest 
activities  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
It  was  recognized  that  there  were  many  advantages  of  a 
joint  relationship  between  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments in  the  development  of  agricultural  statistics.  Thus, 
in  1919  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture  entered  into 
a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  provide  detailed  agricultural  statistics. 
The  agreement  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Crop  and 
Livestock  Reporting  Service  Division  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  North  Carolina  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting 
Service  publishes  official  statistics  on  crops,  livestock, 
prices,  and  various  other  agricultural  items.  A  list  of  the 
more  important  reports  and  the  approximate  dates  of 
release  is  shown  in  the  table  at  right.  These  reports  may 
be  obtained  without  charge  by  writing  to  Agricultural 
Statistician,  P.  0.

In  addition,  semi-monthly  releases  entitled  "Farm 
Report"  are  published  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  requir- 
ing information  on  a  regular  basis.
